Gunther said, "We were doing 
the manatees, monarch (butter- 
flies), robins, the wolves, whooping 
cranes, and hummingbirds." * 

Information about their rnlgra- 
tion progress was plotted on a map 
so her students could see a weekly 
update of where me mammals, 
birds, and insects were. 

"For my kids, irwas exciting for 
the robins," Gunther said. "This Is 
something they saw In their own 
neighborhood." - 

THe robin sightings by children 
were consistent with what they saw 
on the plotting map. 

First grade student Erin Schoen- 
felder had selected robins as her 
subject for careful study. "Because, I 
like birds," she said. "Its one of my 
favorite ones, I like the sound they : 
make. They are around here.T like 
the way they look."; " 

"I think they migrated here - 
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when the snow was melting," she 
said, Their artval coincided with 
what she arid her study partner, 
Jamie Jorgensen, saw on the maps , 
at school. 

Classmate Abram Crosby was 
following wolves on the school 
maps along with friends Logan, 
Alex, and Ben. "They thought it was 
good," he said. 

According to Gunther, her stu- 
dents never saw the web site from 
where the information to plot the 
migration was corning. The school 
has computers, but children do not 
surf the Internet. ..-; 

Going to ACHS would add a di- 
mension to their learning that was 
not possible easily at Oakland. 

" "It was | an opportunity to go see 
where. we were getting the informa- 
tion/' she said,, ; 

. Steve Scott's high school stu- 
dents were monitoring migrations 
tracked by satellites. "We can follow 
their movements by downloading 
. satellite telemetry data," he said. 
Two students who had since gradu- 
ated— Dave Wallstadt and April ' 
Wrinkle (www.learner.org/jnnorth) 
{www.wolf.org)— had found the 
sites for him. 

Oakland students traveled to 
ACHS by bus where they Were met 
. arid escorted to the high school bi- 
ology labs: "Some were a little ner- 
vous at first t -iheri they were really 
excited* Guhthei. said; "They were .

The act was considered reckless 
because the child had a gun with a 
bullet, knew there was a bullet in it, 
and he pointed It at her and pulled 
the trigger.' -He believed me gun

The range of possible penalties is 
from probation to placement with 
the Juvenile department of correc- 
tions.

An incident which left 23 peo- 
ple stranded upside down, for ap- 
proximately two hours' April. 19 
closed the ride. . 

A further inspection has since 
been completed. A guide wheel, 
which runs on the inside of the track," 
separated from the rear axle assembly 
on the last car of the roller coaster 
train, allowing the rear axle to mis- 
align and separate from the train. The 
finding was determined by park, state 
amusement park officials and an in- 
dependent consultant, . 

According to findings, the mis- 
alignment slowed the train to the 
point that it stopped in the second 
.loop of the ride when the undercar- 
riage of the rear car came to rest on 
the track structure. 

This occurred when an adjusting 
nut on the guide wheel loosened, al- 
lowing the wheel to disengage from 
the axle. 

"As a result of our findings, an 
additional safety mechanism has 
been added to the rear gear wheel 
assembly," park spokesperson 
Connie Costello said in a prepared 
release. 

. "The theme park has an ex-'

parks. We were having our budget 
meeting Saturday and there was a lot 
of anxiety.

Rotation on axis 



. Hitting a baseball or fastpitch softball is 
the hardest thing to do in all sports. A batter 
can go up to the plate 10 times and only get 3 
hits (averaging 300), and still be considered 
one of the best. That means a hitter needs to 
know that failing is a part of being a good hit- 
ter. To create a fundamental explosive swing 
a hitter needs five basic rules: Balance, 
Windup, rotation on axis, bat lag, and a good * 
follow- through. First the swing has to start 
somewhere and that is called the stance, it 
helps the hitter get ready for the pitch; 

Rules of the stance 

1, The feet are wider than shoulders 
width apart, toes pointing straight, and they 
are in line with one another. 

2. " Point the index fingers to line up the 
middle knuckles, that will give the hitter more 
leverage and power (wrap the index fingers 

when lined up) i u : - -• 

3. Bend knees slightly. 



4. Bend the waist slighdyJ 

5. Lift me hands to the top of the strike 
zone (top of the letters or armpits). Elbows 
down, relaxed! 

,6. . Weight needs to be slightly on back 
leg. About 60% back - 40% front 

7. Last, all good hitters have a slow 
movement in their stance. This relaxes the 
bodies muscles while waiting for the pitch. 

A hitter heeds to make a slow smooth 
transition from the stance to a quick aggres- 
sive but controlled swing, while keeping the 
rules together every time. 

Rules of the swing: 

1. Balance: From the start of the 
swing and throughout the rest of the swing a 
hitter needs to stay balanced to be successful. 
It helps, the hitter to be consistent fTip of the

.2. Windup: From the stance a hitter

needs to wind up to generate more power like 
a pitcher, this starts about the time the pitch- 
er releases the ball. The wind up has two steps 
a hitter must do; first is the stride, the frojit 
foot moves slow, soft and straight (4-6 inches) 
towards the pitcher, Second, about the same 
time of the stride, only the hands and arms 
move slightly back for added power, Note: 
The front foot toes never point at the pitcher 
during any part of the swing and when a hit- 
ter strides the head does not move staying on 
an axis.. 

3. Rotation on axis: A hitter needs to 
swing on an imaginary vertical lihe"(axis) 
around which the.body rotates on during the 
swing. While the body rotates, the back foot 
pivots with the heel pointing up arid the 
shoelaces pointing towards pitches At this 
time, the front foot should be flat on the 
ground and the front knee should be straight 
This helps open up the hips and body gener- 
ating more energy and power 



Follow-through 

4. . Bat lag: The hands and the bat are 
the last part of the swing before contact 
This creates a short compact explosive 
swing with more leverage and power for the 
hitter. / 

. 5. Follow-through: After hitting the 
ball, the hitters hands finishes between the 
waist and up near the shoulders. 

This is a sequential breakdown of the 
fundamental swing, it needs to be put togeth- 
er. Hitters need to practice everyday and it is 
not practice that makes perfect, it's perfect 
practice makes perfect The pro's make it look 
so easy hut they swing about 100 times a day 
and they are the best in the game. To help hit- 
i ters swing fundamentally they need to start 
with slow practice swings working the proper, 
muscle memory. Once the hitter can follow 
the rules of the swing, hitters can swing faster 
and faster!

Bats can live 30 years. 

Caves and trees offer shelter for" 
bats. 

" "They can see. They can see as 
Well as we can," Miller said.

Miller said that bats occupy the 
same.ecologicai niche as bfrds, ex- 
cept they occupy it at night.

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Dear Dr. Singer, 
My child has learning 
problems and I'd like 
to keep him working . 
somehow over the summer. We 
do not have him enrolled In 
any summer school or other 
educational program. Can you 
recommend some things we 
can do at home to keep his 
mind on top of things for next 
year?M.M. 

Dear M.M.*, 

I have spme suggestions, but re- 
alize that your child will probably not 
want to spend a minute of the sum- 
mer doing them. In my mind, this re- 
ally shouldn't be that much of a con- 
cern, because if these things are part 
of your rules, they need to be re- 
spected like any other rules. I say this 
only because I want you to be pre- 
pared for the "guff," you may get! 

I heard an interesting piece of 
information from one of my clients 
that I think is important for this 
type of thing. She told me that she 
heard another professional say that 
children lose about a month of 
school learning over the summer 
and that it takes an average of two 
months for them to get back up to

speed in the fall. I carj^pt docu- 
ment the accuracy of this quote, but 
it does make sense to me. I am an 
advocate ofjsummer home learn- 
ing. Here are some suggestions that 
have worked well for my clients: 

1.) If you feel that your child's 
problem is something more than 
you can handle by yourself, or a 
problem that causes a lot of frustra- 
tion for the child, have the child 
tested first to be sure that you are 
not mounting up more frustration. 
Once that is done and you have 
knowledge of what is o.k. to use 
over the summer, you can go ahead 
with the other suggestions. Ifyou 
would like more information on 
this testing, you can call me. 

2.). Ifyou have a computer, go 
out and get some structured (last 
year and next year grade), software 
packages in areas like math, read- 
ing, spelling, science, writing, etc. If 



you go to a place like Best Buy, or 
Egghead Software, you can usually 
find a lot of those kinds of pro- 
grams. 

Set up a structured schedule 
during the summer. For example, 
you may require two hours per day 
on a different program each day. 
You might have weekly require- 
ments set up. You might make it 
goal oriented. For example, if your 
child does all of the weekly require-- 
ments adequately, you might re- 
ward him on Friday with a Block- 
buster Gift Certificate for Friday 
night. Incidentally, the reward is 
not a bribe, it is a goal met for hard 
work and effort. If you have a prob- 
lem with that type of thinking, you.f , 
really need to re-evaluate your 
thoughts about this. Motivation 
works for all of us. It's also a big part 
of the society you are training your 
child to live in. 

Ifyou do not have a computer, 
there are books available like this as 
well. Check at a place like Barnes 
and Noble or Border's Book stores. 
. 3.) If your child reads at an ade- 
quate level, you might put together 
a grade-appropriate booklist for 
him or her to choose from. Have 
the child choose a book for each 



two weeks of summer and require 
that one'br two hours a day be 
spent reading. You might have the 
child do some sort of a small report, 
either writtcrior oral for you. . 

4.) Be sure that ifyou use the 
above suggestions, you don't go 
over three hours a day and try to 
split them up. For example, have 
the child read 1 hour in the morn- 
ing and then have the child go out- 
side to play or do something non- 
academic. Later on, have the child 
do an hour on the computer or with 
one of the subject books and then a 
break and then another hour. 
Teaching a child about breaks and 
not burning out is just as important 
as teaching the child about working 
all year around. . 

5.) Summer is a terrific time to 
accelerate learning skills, The Pace . 
Plus Program that I run does this 
very well. It helps kids to do every- 
thing related to school better. I need 
to mention though, last year a lot of 
people waited until school was out 
and then began to inundate me 
with calls requesting the program 
for over the summer. Ifyou are 
thinking about doing this program 
over the summer, it is best to cali 
and begin to reserve your space 



now. Ttake two new kids.every , 
month. 

Unlike many programs, I do all 
the training myself and your child 
doesn't see anyone else. Obviously, 
that creates some time constraints. 
During the summer I, book up, in the 
blink of an eye. Best to reserve early 
if it is something you are interested' 
in. Ifyou do find your child to have 
problems in either the emotional, 
behavioral of learning area, give me 
. a call and I can help you get those 
areas taken care of in a quick way. 

These suggestions are actually 
good.fdr kids who are doing well in 
school and kids who aren't -It's 
good to keep those little brains " 
frosty and alert oyer the summer so 
that when school begins, kids are 
ready to launch right back into it 
and they may pick more up from 
the beginning. .

it as they swoop for mosquitoes). 

Miller said that bats are not ra- 
bies carriers. "When bats contract 
rabies, they get sick and die." 

Myotis lucifugus has a body of 
■. 3 and a half inches and a wingspan 
of 10 inches. They weigh a quarter 
to a third of an ounce. Miller noted 
that you can mail one with a 32 
cent stamp. 

A quarter ounce brown bat can 
live for 12 years. According to 
Miller, one reason they survive so 
long is that they spend half of their 
life sleeping. Also, they slow down 
their metabolism. 

Bats come out of hibernation 
in April. Bat sexual reproduction 
starts in the fall, but ovulation is in 
the spring. Spring is when bats get 
pregnant. It helps them survive 
winter hibernation since mothers 
do not have to grow young 
through the winter. Gestation is 
two months. 

Miller told the Land Conser- 



vancy of Lake County of a trip she 
made to Texas to learn and experi- 
ence bat habitat. At dusk, she 
stood at the entrance to a cave 
where bats had spent the day 
hanging-in: She told the group that t 
she stood in a steady stream of 
bats exiting the cave and not a sin- 
gle bat bumped into her. 

Bob Benson works for Bat Con- 
servation International in Austin, 
Texas. "(The little brown bat) is 
considered the most common and 
abundant in the United States," he 
satd/'It's also among the most 
studied among all mammals," 

. One reason it is so well studied 
is that bat echolocation is the most 
sophisticated known to man. The 
military studies bats a lot. 

Establishing a bat colony is not 
an easy task for people. Miller 
spoke of building bat houses and 
the ways to make them successful. 
Smearing guano on the rough 
wood of the shelter can help at- . 



tract them. A quarter-mile proxim- 
ity to water is helpful. The height 
of the home from the ground is 
important— bats can fall 15 feet 
before becoming airborne. Ah east 
or south facing exposure is best. 
"It is as much an art as it is a 
science," Miller said.

uted pretty soon," Milroy said. It is 
about Myotis lucifugus in general 
with facts about bats. It is some- 
thing students at both schools 
hope to distribute throughout 
Lake County. The pamphlet is to 
be done with the Lake County 
Land Conservancy and o.ther con- 
tributors she said. 

The two schools' students got 
connected through the efforts of 
Bill Rockar, who also is with the 
land conservancy group. "He's 
been a tremendous advisor and 
has helped us at the school," Mil-' ' 
roysaid. 

"I'm excited we're taking this 
up with LEAF and the land conser- 
vancy," Milroy said of the bat edu- 
cation project. "I think it will be a 
great way to join together students 
and adults in the community." 

ACHS has an Environmental 
Club. It has two faculty advisors, 
Mary Ellen Johnson and Bob 
Staudt. 

"We've only got about 10 peo- 
ple. We're a small but very active 
group," Johnson said. 

"We do clean-ups, take part 
in seminars with other high 
schools, and we are thinking of 
recycling printer ink-jet car- 
tridges," Johnson said. They do a 
roadside clean-up and wetland 
clean-up. There are trips to 
botanic gardens, behind-the- 
scene tours at the Milwaukee 
Zoo, the Ryerson Conservation 
Area in Deerfield, the 
beach/dune complexes, and the 
Lake County DesPlaines River 
Watershed Project in Wadsworth. 
They will take a trip to the Inter- 
national Crane Foundation in 
Baraboo, Wisconsin near Devil's 
Lake State Park. 

"The big thing we do is the 
Earth Day ceremonies," she said. 
"Right now we're in the plan- 
ning stages," she said of the club's 
bat.project. They intend to build 
bat houses to help control mosqui- 
toes, Antioch Rotary Club and An- 
tioch TcVnship will be involved 
with the project also. 

The club prepared a brochure 
with Libertyville High School stu- 
dents on the benefits of bat hous- 
es. "We set the nucleus for the 
market," she said. "The next 
school year, we'll get into con- 
struction." 

There are students in the 
ACHS Ecology class who have al- 
ready built bat houses, however. 
"Several of, them have produced a 
bat house on-their own," she said.

"He has been a guardian 
angel for high school environmen- 
tal clubs," she said. "I'm really 
gratefulfor what he has done. The 
kids have seen that this is a life- 
long attitude." 

County Forest Preserve 
maintains bat houses 

These are not the only activi-. 

tie's in Lake County to help little 

brown bats. Mark Kiser of Bat Con- 
servation Intern a tlonal lias boon, 

working with the Lake CoUhty For- 
est Preserve District to protect bat 
habitat. 

Andy KimmeL director of envi- 
ronmental education and public 
affairs at the district, said that 
there are many bat boxes in the 
county's preserves and that they 
are monitored by volunteers. 

One particular nursery colony 
has developed, on its own, at the 
Lakewood Forest Preserve in a pic- 
nic shelter. "We had a sizable pop- 
ulation of little brown bats and 
some big brown bats," Kimmel 
said. "It was a breeding colony." 
There are approximately 100 
Myotis lucifugus and 25 big brown 
bats In the colony. 

The district has worked with 
Kiser to minimize the conflicts be- 
tween daytime shelter use by peo- 
ple and nighttime shelter use by 
bats. Two proposals have been 
prepared for district evaluation, 
each of which will permit the bats 
to continue to live in the preserve. 

"We're happy to have them 
here," Kimmel said. 

One proposal the district is 
considering is to construct a new 
bat shelter that would be an im- 
proved habitat. A second is'to re- 
use the picnic shelter as an edu- 
cational site and build a new 
shelter. No final decision has 
been made. 

Regardless of how individuals 
may feel about bats, : their impor- 
tance to the ecology of Lake Coun- 
ty has been recognized. Young stu- 
dents are taking advantage of 
county resources to learn about 
Myotis lucifugus and to help cre- 
ate more habitat for bats. 

The work of Miller at Volo Bog 
with the colony there, the students 
in Libertyville and Antioch, the 
work of the Lake County Forest 
Preserve have all contributed to 
opening people's eyes to the bene- 
fits of bats. 

"Early this year, I did not know 
we had bats here," student Milroy 
said. Now she is helping them to 
attract them here and raise their 
pups.

1 was just waking up as my plane made ils final approach for landing. The Statue of Liberty and the 
familiar New York skyline came into view. . ... 

Wait a minute, I'm supposed to be in Las Vegas! 

I knew of the New York New York hotel in Las Vegas. But until you see it, you really can't believe 
il.Thcre it was.

The New York New York is only one of the many new spectacular mega-resorts that are changing 
the look of the Las Vegas strip.

Next lo the New York New York is the European style Monte Carlo, home to Master Magician, 
Lance Burton.

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How to start a strawberry bed 



Summertime always brings to mind, the 
taste of ripe, juicy berries. I love 
berries— really every variety known to 
man makes my mouth water! Last June, 
after picking oodles of berries at a local straw- 
berry farm, I thought it would be absolutely 
fantastic to grow my own in my backyard, I 
hear tell, strawberries are one of the easiest 
fruit crops we home gardeners can grow. I

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have never grown them, so I am not speaking 
from experience— ryet! I have decided though, 
to give them a whirl! 

There are four types of strawberries, all 
are short-lived perennials, including June- 
bearing, everbearing, day-neutral, and alpine. 
June-bearers produce one large crop of 
berries in June fortwo to three weeks. Plants 
produce runners that result in new plants, 
They're ideal for the short season north. It is 
recommended to remove flowers the first 
summer; to enjoy plenty of fruit the second 
year. 

Everbearers produce only two crops a y 
ear; one in'jurie and a small crop in the fall. 
They do better in the south where they enjoy 
a long growing season. The day-neutrals pro- 
duce very few runner plants, and a steady 
crop of medium sized fruit all summer, Re- 
move flowers from the everbearing and day- 
neutral types the first six weeks after planting; 
harvest fruit late the first season. Alpines yield 
teeny one-inch wild berries with intense fla- 
vor. They produce one cup of berries a day 
through June and July, and handfuls through- 
out the rest of the season. 

I am going with the day-neutral type, 
called "Tribute." It is a true perennial that 
supposedly yields luscious, full-size berries 
over a much longer season than June bearing 
types. Twenty-five plants is a good number to 
start with. In choosing a spot to make your 
strawberry patch, make sure it receives at 
least six hours of sun a day. Well drained, fer- 
tile soil and good air circulation will provide 
.betteryields. 

Create raised beds for good soil drainage 
and soil that warms quickly in the spring. Pile 
the soil into two rows two-feet wide and six , 



inches high. Leave a two-foot wide path be- 
tween rows. Mix a lot. of compost, shredded 
leaves, and peat moss into the bed to improve 
soil and help it retain moisture. Do not fertil- 
ize at planting time, you'll have lush foliage 
and perhaps dead roots. Weed often before 
planting your bed and while the strawberries 
are young. Their roots are shallow and cannot 
compete with any other vegetation. 

Mulch plants with an organic mulch such 
as straw, or leaves to suppress weeds and re- 
tain moisture. Keep new plants watered be- 
tween rains, about an inch a week is suffi- 
cient. Pull weeds by hand, do not use any gar- 
dening tools in the bed, as the roots of the 
plants can be injured. Pull up old strawberry 
plants about every three to four years when 
their yields drop. Inspect plans regularly for 
pests and diseases. Cover strawberry plants 
with a half-mesH nylon netting to keep away 
squirrels and birds. 

To winterize your bed, you can mow 
strawberry beds, with the lawnmower set at 
its highest setting. After the last harvest, fertil- 
ize with fish fertilizer. If powdery mildew is a 
problem over the season, prevent it from 
over-wintering by treating infected plants 
with wettable sulphur powder. Apply after 
harvest and early in spring when plants 
emerge. Mulch beds in early winter after the 
ground freezes and the temps drop below 20 
degrees. Cover plants with six inches of or- 
ganic material. '..'■'■ 

How about some strawberry shortcake? 
Sounds like a plan to me! Peace in gardening.

DePaul looking for county campus site

Officials from DePaul University 
said Wednesday they are continuing 
to look for a site for a future Lake 
County campus. 

DePaul spokesperson Denise 
Matfson said reports in last week's 
Depaul student newspaper claiming 
a site has been determined are false 
but confirmed a number of different 
sites are being considered. 

"We are actively looking for a site 
in Lake County," said Mattson. "We 
haven't come to a conclusion yet." 

Mattson said the university has 
been looking for aslte for almost a 
year now after the success of previ- 
ous suburban expansions. 

Mattson said the success of the 
university's Naperville campus indi- 
cates further expansion would be 
beneficial for both DePaul and sub- 
urban students. 

The Naperville campus opened a 
permanent campus last September 
after a brief stint as a temporary cam- 
pus. 

"It was very successful," said 
Mattson. ""We had been doing a lot 
of market research ; on suburban 
campuses." 

Mattson said based on the re- 
search, Lake County seemed the next 
likely expansion. 



DePaul, with an enrollment of 
17,800 students, has five campuses, 
three suburban campuses in 
Naperville, the O'Hare area and Oak 
Forest, and two in the city, the loop 
campus and the Lincoln Park cam- 
pus. 

The Lake County campus would 
probably be geared toward adult' 
learners and people with full-time 
jobs said Mattson. 

"There might be certificate prr> : 
grams, degree completion programs 
or for people who are looking for ad : 
vanced degrees," said Mattson. 

The DePauIia, the student 
newspaper, reported last week that 
DePaul officials were close to nam- 
ing a site in the Conway Farms de- 
velopment as its Lake County site. 
Conway Farms is located near the 
intersection of Interstate 94 and 
Route 60, between Lake Forest and 
Libertyville. 

Mattson said the story was in er- 
ror. 

"We hope it would be sooner 
rather than later," she said of the 
campus' opening. "We know that 
we're going to be growing. When we 
find a suitable site we'll announce 
it." 

Mattson said the university's 
decision to either lease space of erect 
new buildings will depend largely on 
the site that is decided upon.

Four children playing with a gun 
that shot Stacey Jesse, 14, of Antioch 
were charged on Tuesday, April 21 with 
offenses related to theincident, 

AH children involved in the event 
were 14 years old. 

The young male who shot Jesse 
was charged .with involuntary 
manslaughter. 

Two other young 
males present are. 
charged with theft of a 
firearm. 

All four children 
present at the unin- 
tentional shooting 
were charged with un- 
lawful possession of a 
firearm by a minor. . 

A fifth child present, female, was 
not charged. 

"This minor is charged with reck- 
lessly causing the death of Miss Jesse" 
said Mike Waller, State's Attorney for 
Lake County. 

The act was considered reckless 
because the child had a gun with a 
bullet, knew there was a bullet in it, 
and he pointed it at her and pulled the 
'trigger. "He believed the gun would 
not fire," Waller said. . 

"They are not in custody," he said. 
There is no basis under law to confine 
the children involved in the incident in

. Work on a $10.6 million contract 
for one of the most significant-road 
projects in Wisconsin this year, 
resurfacing and related-work on 
northbound and southbound 1-94 in 
Kenosha County, is scheduled to 
start on Monday, April 2 7. , 

The contractor, Payne & Dolan, 
Inc., Waukesha, is scheduled to fin- 
ish the project by Sept. 4. Start of 
work has been delayed one. Week 
pending execution of the contract, 
which was completed Monday. "■/' 

All work on. holiday weekends 
wills top at 12"p;m. Friday and re- 
sume at6 a.m. Tuesday. On non-hol- 
iday weekends the contractor can 
work form 6 a.m. to 7 p.m. Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday evenings. 

"Preparatiori'Work to fill rumble 
strips in northbound and south- 
bound shoulder lanes will occur dur- 
ing the first week of the project. Right 
lanes and shoulders will be closed to 
allow for the moving operation," said 
Project Manager" Mike Burns of the 
Wisconsin Department of Trans- 
portation. 

Shoulders will be used to keep 
two lanes open in both directions at 
all times. However, Bums said there 
will be occasional two-lane closures 
north of the project in Racine Coun- 
ty between 8 p.m. and 6 a.m. for in- 
stallation of Freeway Traffic Man- 
agement System cameras and sen- 
sors. 

Ramps at WIS 165, WIS 50 and 
WIS 158 will remain open at all times, 
Burns said. Other ramps in the pro- 
ject area will be closed for one to two 
weeks each, although not simultane- 
ously. Signage advising of closings 
will be posted five days in advance. 

This 12-mile project, from the 
Illinois line to Racine County, will 



have a major Impact on commuter, 
tourism and truck traffic between Illi- 
nois and various points in Wisconsin. 
Extensive backups could result at 
times unless drivers' plan ahead, trav- 
el at different times, take alternate 
routes or, where possible, use tran- 
sit," he said. 

Work will include deck overlays 
and waterproofing of 20. bridges, 
concrete base patching and replace- 
ment of beam guards with concrete 
barrier walls, new signage will be 
erected to enhance safety.

Don't let the bully 
steal your lunch 

There is a mystery here.The Village ofVolo announced 
it would be slashing school impact fees in order to 
entice developers to annex into their village. Curious 
at least, but that is not the mystery here. 

The mystery is in the perceived lack of public reaction of 
the school districts involved, Big Hollow and Grant High 
School, who will more than likely be devastated by an in- 
creased influx of students and little advance money from im- 
pact fees to pay for their education. 

Their reaction? The respective superintendents have 
been very dignified in their initial on-the-record statements 
to the press which may lead one to believe they feel splitting 
$900 in impact fees per rooftop is better than getting nothing 
at all. 

If that is thecase, then it is flawed logic. Is getting a kick 
in the head better than getting no kick at all? Certainly not. 
The metaphor works because getting kicked in the head is 
exactly what is happening to the schools. 

The potential of getting $2,700 per household, as recom- 
mended by the Western Lake County School Impact Fee 
Coalition, weighed against the potential of upsetting the 
mayor of Volo enough to get him to kill impact fees entirely is 
worth the fight. To let things go on as they are is like letting 
the neighborhood bully steal your lunch without a fight, just 
so he won't think of stealing your bike as well. 

The stance of the districts is changing however. They're 
challenging the bully. Representatives from both Big Hollow 
and Grant had been relentlessly dogging Volo and the Lakes 
Region Sanitary District, voicing their opposition to the pro- 
posed annexation every chance they get and attempting to 
educate themselves thoroughly on the matter. Thedistricts 
have found their voice, and that voice is growing louder. 

And what if the mayor did kill impact fees entirely? How 
is a developer going to get his asking price if the homebuyers 
are educated about the devastated school systems? Smoke 
and mirrors. 

The school district could educate the new homebuyers if 
they chose to. Naturally, not by spending their own funds 
and resources, but instead by galvanizing citizens groups to 
fight this travesty. It has been done before. Another group is 
beginning to take shape. 

When Big Hollow was threatened with the development 
of an asphalt plant virtually at the edge of the playground, 
district residents got together to organize a howl of protest. It 
worked. Today, there are no petro chemical fumes wafting 
over the school grounds and no thunder of heavy equipment 
pounding down the pavement. To the asphalt plant, it was 
not worth the hassle and they went elsewhere. . 

The same can be done again with residents of all the 
communities involved, including Volo. Who do the Volo 
property owners think will pay for the impact to the school if 
the gamble doesn't pay off that sewers and rooftops will 
bring retail centers and sales tax revenue? There is an elec- 
tion coming up. If the citizens got involved, the village board 
of Volo would have a better gamble plunking a riverboat 
down in the middle of the Volo Bog. 

Something is not always better than nothing. 

The districts are beginning to take a hard line stance 
against the developers and the villages who leave them out 
of the equation. For that they deserve our applause and en- 
couragement. 

School districts, taxpayers, it's time to take your lunches 
back from the neighborhood bully and run over his foot with 
your bike for good measure.

Gas tax funds not being allocated fairly 



t recently read the results of a 
survey conducted by State Rep. Mike 
Brown, a newly appointed legislator 
from McHenry County, A few of his 
questions related to traffic, highway 
construction, and tollways. Not sur- 
prisingly, over eighty percent said 
that the legislature should take over 
the tollway's budget since nobody 
oversees spending by the scandal- 
ridden agency. That issue is in the 
courts as the tollway authority has 
arrogantly refused to follow a lower 
court order that authorized the state 
to take over the budgetary process. 

Representative Brown said that 
■ he was "stumped" by one phase of 
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his survey. Although 61 percent of 
the respondents said that roads and 
bridges needed massive repairs, an 
equal number said that they would 
not support a gasoline tax to pay for 
the repairs. 

That may sound contradictory 



to him, but he shouldn't be that sur- 
prised. What the taxpayers are say- 
ing is that they don't feel that they 
are getting their fair share of the gas 
taxes now imposed, so why should 
they pay more taxes. Overwhelm- 
ingly, they responded that the state 
must do more in its allocation of 
funds to improve local roads. 

On the subject of the gas tax, the 
Lake County Board seems to be 
leaning toward asking the legislature 
to enact law to allow local voters, in 
a referendum, to raise gasoline tax- 
es. Some local legislators, using the

Board has given up its fight to con- . 
vince the legislature to approve a 
four-cent gas tax option in Lake 
County, which is allowed for DuPage, 
McHenry, and Kane counties. When 
that option was enacted, Lake and 
Will counties were excluded. 

I remember It well. The men 
County Board Chairman, Robert 
Depke, Administrator Dwight "Ike" 
Magalis, and Transportation Engi- 
neer Martin Buehler were bending 
my arm to go along with the addi- 
tional gas tax. I didn't bend nor 
break. In fact, I sUongly informed 
Speaker Michael Madigan that 1 did- 
n't want the extra tax in Lake County. 
A Will County legislator expressed 
the same opposition for his county. It 
underscores the importance of hav- 
ing both political patties represent- 
ing a particular area. The three coun- 
ties which have the added four-cent 
gas tax option are represented by 
only one political party. Guess which 
one. 

My opposition was simple. Like 
Rep. Brown's poll respondents, I 
don't believe gas tax funds are being 
allocated fairly. Too much emphasis 



is placed on building new routes 
rather than improving existing roads. 
The state's transportation depart- 
ment motor fuel funds used to pur- 
chase right-of-way property for toll- 
way extensions'could have gone a 
long way to improve local highways. 

Also, I have voiced strong objec- 
tion to the way roads and improve- * 
ments are being constructed. It's al- 
most a matter of planned obsoles- 
cence, so contractors can make 
more millions a few years hence. Ail 
of the blame can't be placed on truck 
traffic and being located in a freeze- . 
thaw zone as some state engineers 
have answered me. My objections 
have been substantiated to a degree, 
when one of the state's largest road 
builders was indicted for, among 
other tilings, using inferior products 
on road projects. 

Yes, traffic congestion is a prob- 
lem. But before asking for taxpayers 
to dig deeper, give them what they 
have coming. Give them their right- - 
ful share of state and federal gas.tax- , 
es. And use the funds prudently, in-^ 
stead of politically. Above all, don't 
use gas tax funds wastefully, as is the 
present case. No, I'm not unhappy 
for scrapping the added four-cent 
gas tax for Lake County. . . and I 
would, do the same today.

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g? Not me! A long-term plan for financial freedom 



When President Clinton and 
Newt Gingrich found a policy they 
could both agree with, they held a 
press conference complete with 
photo opportunities. They were pic- 
tured shaking hands on the steps of 
a nursing home. . 

The agreement meant that as 
the baby boomers grow older, they 
can not count on Uncle Same to fi- 
nance the cost of nursing home 
stays and long-term care. The result 
was a series of tax incentives and 
benefits aimed directly at employ- 
ers and individuals to purchase in- 
surance to protect against long- 
term care expenses. 

Medicare may not pay 

Why would someone want to 
risk asset loss for long-term care 
personally, even if they could af- 
forded it? Long-term care expenses 
are generally not paid for by 
Medicare, Medicare supplement in- 
• surance, or major medical health • 
insurance. 

Medicaid will only pay for long- 
term care after a person is destitute. 
Having a family member come into 
a home to provide long-term care 
may not be an option or may be 
viewed as an unwanted burden. 

Studies in The Washington Post 
in April ofl 996 show that 60 per- 
cent of people over age 65 will need 
long-term care at some point in 
their lives. The average annual cost 
for nursing home care is $30,000 to 
550,000 and the average length of 
stay 2 1/2 years, according to The 
New England Journal of Medicine. 
That's $85,000 to $125,00! That is 
only average. 

What would happen to your re- 
tirement income if 5100,000 were 
removed from savings? If we as- 



sume that we pay $36,000 per year 
today and those costs are inflated at 
only five percent compound, in 10 
years it will cost $58,640, In 20 years 
at 5 percent, nursing home care will 
cost over $95,000 a year. 

. We insure our homes, our cars, 
our valuables, and our health. The 
probability of needing long-term is 
greater than many of the other risks 
we face that we insure. Long-term 
care should be insured just like any 
other risk. 

Buys health 

Money will pay for the long- 
term care insurance, but health is 
what buys the policy. Companies 
selling long-term care insurance 
"underwrite" their coverage. Un- 
derwriting means companies evalu- 
ate a potential customer's health, 
history before issuing a policy. 

Twenty-five percent of seniors 
age 65 and older would not qualify 
due to health reasons for private 
long-term care insurance. In Cali- 
fornia, one in four applicants (those 
who take the time to complete an 
application) are reflected by insur- 
ers, according to the statistical find- 
ings of the CaliforniafPartnership 
for Long-Term Care. 

By waiting from age 60 to age 
70, the risk of rejection can double. 
As medicine improves, it is less like- 
ly that an individual will die from an 
accident or disease, but more likely 
that care will be needed for an ex- 
tended period of time. 

Tax deductible 

For individual taxpayers, quali- 
fied long-term care insurance pre- 
miums can be a tax deduction. 
Long-term care premium can be 



added to other deductible medical 
expenses. To the extent these ex- 
penses. To the extent these expens- 
es exceed 7.5 percent of a policy- 
holder's adjusted gross income, , 
they are tax-deductible. The maxi- 
mum amount you can add to your 
other deductible-medical expenses 
is based on your age at the end of 
each tax year. 

The long-term care insurance 
policy is considered qualified and 
therefore deductible, if it meets fed- 
eral standards or was issued before 
January l r 1997. Ask your advisor for 
information on specific tax ques- 
tions. 

Health insurance deductions 
available for the self-employed are 
expanding to include eligible pre- 
miums paid for qualified long-term 
care contracts. The Taxpayer Relief 
Act of 1997 accelerated and in- 
creased the available deduction. 
This deduction is available to busi- 
ness owners, their spouses, and 
their dependents, The percentage 
of deductibility is based on age- 
banded maximums as it is on indi- 
viduals. ,- 

Corporate, employee taxes 

Partnerships, S-corporations, 
and limited liability corporations 
can deduct as a general business ex- 
pense the entire premium paid for 
employee's qualified long-term 
care plans without regard to the 
age-banded limits or the 7.5 per- 
cent threshold. The premiums are 
not taxed as income to the employ- 
ee and the benefits are received in- 
come-tax free. 

Partners, greater than 2 percent 
owners of an S-corporation, and 
member/owners of a limited liabili- 
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ty corporation are treated a little 
differenUy. Premiums paid on be- 
half of these groups are still de- 
ductible to the business, They are 
seen as self-employed, therefore re- 
ceiving a 40 percent self-employed 
deduction and carries the addition- 
al premium over to his individual 
return. 

Regular corporations (C-Corpo- 
rations) benefit the most from the 
' tax law changes; There is no differ- 
entiation between owners and em- 
ployees. A C-Corporation can 
deduct the entire premium paid for 
qualified long-term care insurance 
contracts on it's employees; The 
premiums are not taxable to the , 
employee, and the employee re- 
ceives benefits tax free. There are 
no special nondiscrimination re- 
quirements imposed, so corpora- 
tions can provide the coverage on a 
specific group of employees. Con- 
sult your benefit adviser to ensure 
compliance both with current law 
and potential future regulations. 

Independence 

Maintain your independence 
and your freedom to choose. Long- 
term care insurance policies may 
provide protection for care or assis- 
tance received in a personal resi- 
dence or a nursing home. To help 



maintain independence at home, 
many policies will also provide ben- 
efits if help is needed around the 
home with chores such as: meal 
preparation, housework, assistance 
with grooming and dressing, taking 
medications, and shopping. 

Long-term care insurance can 
allow the freedom to choose home ' 
health car, freedom to control re- 
tirement savings or assets, and free- 
dom to select the provider or facility 
of choice. Long-term care 'is not just 
nursing home care. In fact/a long- 
term care policy could be the only 
thing that keeps you out of the 
nursing home.— By Alan
